ted with the names ol vnthankeful and vntruſtie traytoꝛs 
to they? cuntreyes: ſo that you muſt alwayes remember 
to become thankefull to your cuntrey, and myndefull to 
maynteyne the honoz of the ſame, leatt neglecting your 
dueties in that behalfe, you deſerue the opzdbzidusnames 
of trayto2s, which are ovins toGod and man, Von mute 
alſo ſpare no peril oz trauaile to defende the ſame, ſoꝛ your 
ebuntrey challengeth not onely that you de thankful vn⸗ 
to the ſoyle which hath bꝛedde you, but furder: alſo , that 
vou defende the ſtate, wherein you haue biene nouriſhed. 
Tull, in his Tuſculaner queſtions recyteth ont L., 
who when he receiued tydings of. his ſounes death, whom 
he had ſent into the warres in defence of hys countrep, 
anſwered: therefoze did J beget him quoth her) that hee 
might be ſuch an one, as woulde not doubt to dye fo2 hys 
- countrey; — — 
firmeththat there is a tertaine place appointed and ozvef3 
ned in heauen, ſoꝛ all ſuch as deferde their 
pides warneth that we ſhondde neuer bee wearys in thoſe 
trauailes, which tende to the reſtitution 0! defence ol our 
eountrey. P/aroes opinion was; that wee are moꝛe bound 
to defend our countrep, then vur own parents: iu argu⸗ 
mentes haue bene defended by! many Phylolophersꝭſay⸗ 
ing. that although thy Jdarentes and pꝛoper family bs
